AWARD 

1. Government of India in the Ministry of Labour in exer- 
cise of the powers conferred on it under Section 10(l)(d) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, has referred the following 
dispute for adjudication by this Tribunal. 

"SCHEDULE 

Whether the management of the Reserve Bank of India 
Department of Banking Operations and Develop- 
ment, Trivandrum, in denying officiating chance to 
Shri R. Sankaramoorthy Piling Peon, to officiate 
as Electrician-cum-Caretakcr, with effect from the 
14th May, 1973 is justified ? If not, to what relief 
is the said workman entitled 7” 

2. The Reserve Bank Workers’ Union has filed a statement 
of claim on behalf of the workman Shri R, S. Pillai. It 
states as follows. Tn Trivandrum office of the Bank the post 
of an Electrlcian-cum-Cnretaker was created in 1967. His 
main work is to take cave of the Bank’s property and attend 
to the maintenance of Electrical installations and supervise 
the duties entrusted to the Durwans, Sweepers and Mails. 
To hold this post he should possess inter-alia an Electrician's 


license. Shri K. B. Nair was appointed as Electrician cum 
Caretaker. Later a panel of names was drawn up to make 
leave arrangements. For this purpose two employees from 

Class IV were selected. They were S/Shri R. S. Pillai and 

P. A. Nair. Of them Shri Pillai held a wi reman's license and 
he was given the first preference. He has been serving the 
Bank as a Peon since 1961. As and when occasion arose 
Shri Pillai used to officiate in the post till May, 1973 and 

there was no adverse report on him. But all of a sudden 

from 14-5-1973 he has been denied the officiating chance 
without adducing any reason whatsoever. The Union made 
a representation to the Bank and the Bank replied by saying 
that since it is purely an administrative matter and that it 
concerns an individual employee it will not be possible for 
the Bank to enter into any correspondence with the Union. 11 
is the case of the Union that reason for denying officiating 
chance to Shri Pillai is because of the Union rivalry. He 
is the Treasurer of the Reserve Bank Workers’ Union. Re- 
cently, another Union has been formed under the name 
of Reserve Bank Class TV Employees’ Union with Shri K. V. 
Nair as the President. This Shri K. V. Nair ig a Subcdar 
attached to the Officer-in-Charge. The Officer-in-Charge in 
order to show favour to his own Subedar Shri K. V. Nair is 
said to have denied officiating chance to Shri Pillai. An instance 
of favouritism shown by him was to pay him a special pay 
of Rs. 33 per mensum for the days he officiated. He was 
also paid overtime allowance which was more beneficial in 
terms of money. Denial of promotion to Shri Pillai and 
according to it Shri K. V. Nair, Subedar, a different mode 
of remuneration is said to be a case oF malice and Hgainst 
the principles of natural justice. The matter was taken up 
in Conciliation also. But it ended into a failure report, It 
is said to be a case of personal prejudice as a result ot 
which Shri Pillai has lost officiating chance from 1973 onward 
and has accordingly lost heavily from the financial point of 
view. 

3. The Bank has filed a Statement of Case wherein it is 
stated that under Regulation 29 of the Reserve Bank of 
India (Staff Regulations, 1948, promotions have to be made 
at the discretion of the Bank and notwithstanding his seriority 
in the grade, no employee shall have a right to be promoted 
to any particular post or grade, The promotion of an indi- 
vidual employee is purely a management function and de- 
pends on the suitability, capability and seniority of the emp- 
loyee. This is determined by the Management on the basis 
of day to day discharge of duties. Regarding the manner 
of work during the officiating period of Shn Pillai, it is 
stated that when he was given the officiating chance, several 
short comings in his attitude and in discarge of duties were 
noticed and brought to his notice. But he adopted ft defiant 
attitude with the result he was not given further officiating 
chance, since after May, 1973. Four instances has been 
quoted in this connection. They are as follows : — 

(i) In September, 1972 when the Onam festival feast 

was arranged by the members of the Staff in the 
staff canteen, certain undesirable elements intended to 
create trouble in the canteen. As such the Bank 
Office issued a circular giving instructions to the 
members of the staff regarding the use of the space 
for the feast in order to protect the sentiments of 
the vegetarians, Shri Pillai who was acting as an 
Electrician cum Caretaker was instructed by the 
Bank to ensure compliance with the direction. Shri 
Filial not only did not adhere to the instructions 
of the office but acted in a manner detrimental to 
the interests of the Bank, He was then orally advised 
by the Officer- tn -Charge to perform his duties in a 
more responsible manner. 

(ii) In December, 1972 Shri Pillai wrote to the Bank 

that “in future, the work in the office will be done 
by me in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Office and T must be given the orders in writing in 
order to do these duties. I also wish to inform that 
if there is any delay in giving such orders, j will 
not be responsible for it”. The Bank had therefore, 
invited his attention to the provisions of Regulation 
32 of the Reserve. Bank of India (Staff) Regulations 
1948. He we*s advised that he has to observe, 
comply with and obey all orders and directions 
which may from time to time be given in writhrg 
or orally by any of his superior officers, 

(iii) In January, 1973 a gathering had been arranged to 
meet Shri P. J. J. Pinto, a very senior Head of the 
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department in the Central Office of the Bank in 
Bombay. One of the Peons of the Bank indulged 
in unseemly behaviour towards certain members of 
the staff who were rendering necessary assistance for 
the smooth conduct of the function, and Shri Piliai 
who was officiating as Caretaker did not render 
necessary cooperation to meet the situation but sided 
with the miscreants. 

(iv) In May, 1973 when he was officiating as Electn'cian- 
cum-Cacctaker it was found that a number of bolts 
and handles in office building were missing. Shri 
Piliai was asked to explain and his explanation was 
not found satisfactory, as the keys of the office 
building wag in his custody during the relevant 
period. 

4. It is contended that the fact that Shri Piliai was an 
active member of the Reserve Bank Workers’ Union has no 
relevance since the Bank always allows normal trade union 
activities and that denial of officiating promotion is founded 
on very good grounds. If Shri Piliai overcomes his short- 
comings and showg improvement, the Bank says it will be 
prepared to consider his case. 

5. The Reserve Bank Workers’ Union has filed a rejoinder 

to the Statement of the Case filed by the Bank. They have 
denied that Shri Piliai was ever advised of the alleged short- 
comings either orally or in writing and that it is a case 
of sheer personal prejudice of the Officer-in-Churge. Regard- 
ing the Onam festival the case of the Union is that the 
feast was conducted by the Reserve Bank of India Employees’ 
Cooperative Canteen Limited, Trivandrum, in the Canteen 
Hall of the Bank’s premises and not by the members of the 
staff. The canteen Caters to the needs of both Vegetarian 
and Non-vegelarian sections and it is not understood how 
the issue of the circular by the Bank was considered neces- 
sary to protect the sentiments of vegetarians. To penalise 
the Caretaker for what happened on that day is said to be 
unwarranted and uncalled for. Regarding the letter dated 
26-12-1972 written to the Bank by Shri Piliai, it is said 
that the whole correspondence has to be looked into to get 
a correct picture. In respect of the gathering' arranged on 
31-1-1973 m honour of Shri P. J. J. Pinto it is staled that 

the reported incident is cooked up. So far as the theft is 

concerned, it is said to have occurred not during the period 
Shri Piliai was officiating. During the absence of leave of 
the permanent Caretaker both Shri Piliai and Nair were in 
charge and without any reason fault has been found with 
Shri Piliai. 

6. The Bank hay also field to the Statement of claim field 

by the Reserve Bank Workers’ Union. It has stated that 
formerly the leave vacancy used to be entrusted to Shri Nair 

who has four years’ experience as Radio Operator and also 

Conversant with Electrical work and wiring. He however, 
did not possess the wireman’s licence, Jn May, 1970 a policy 
decision was taken that if any class TV employee possesses 

.a wireman’s licence it may be desirable to entrust him with 
the duties of Ebctrician-Cum-Caretaker during the leave 
vacancies. Shri R. S. Filial was the only Class IV employea 
possessing such a licence and accordingly, although he was 
junior to Shri P. A, Nair he used to be given officiating 
chance. Since May, 1973, however, Shri P. A, Nair is being 
given officiating chance as Shri Piliai has been found unsuit- 
able. It is denied that Shri K. V. Nair Subedar, had been 
given officiating chance. The fact is that during the short 
period of 26-10-1974 to 31-10-1974 when both the regular 
Elect ricfan-cum-Caretaker as well as the substitute Shri Nair 
were on leave the portion of the work relating to opening 
and closing of office premises was given to Subedar Shri K, V. 
Nair. The accepted local practice is to entrust this work to 
the seniormost staff amongst the Peons and accordingly it 
was so done and he was compensated for the additional 
work and payment was made in the manner it is made to 
Class IV employees who arc entrusted with similar type of 
work. The fact that Subedar K. V. Nair is an office-bearer 
of another Union is said to have no relevance to the matter. 
The question of showing favouritism to Subedar Nair is 
strongly denied. The Union’s contention that, during the Con. 
ciliation proceeding the representative of the Bnnk made it 
clear that Shri Piliai’s case has nothing to do with theft. Is 
not based on facts. 

7. In a case between Brooke Bond India Pvt. Ltd., and 
their workmen* 1963, I, II J, 256 the Supreme Court iias laid 


down the approach that should be made in such cases. It 
has observed as follows ; — 

*Tt is true that though promotions would normally be a 
part of the management’s function, if it appears 
that in promoting one employee in preference to 
another, the management has been actuated by mali- 
cious considerations or that the failure to promote 
one eligible person amounts to an unfair labour 
practice, that would be different matter. But in the 
absence of mala fides, normally it must be left to 
the discretion of the management to select which 
of the employees should be promoted at a given 
time subject to the formula stated supra.” 

Thus it is pertinent to consider whether in the present case 
the Bank ha s been (1) actuated by any malicious considera- 
tions or (2) failure to promote Shri Piliai amounts to an 
unfair labour practice. 

8. In support of the denial of the officiating promotion 
the Bank has relied- upon four instances. Let us consider them 
one by one. 

9. Regarding Onam Festival feast Shri Piliai (WW— I) 
suited that there was an office order that the members of the 
staff participating in the feast should only usp the main hall 
and the non-vegetarians should use the adjoining room. He is 
a non-vegetarian and was officiating as Caretaker on that 
date. But he took his meals in the main hall, because the 
Union had given a call that, any member of the staff could cat 
vegetarian or non-vegetarian food in the main hall. In other 
words, the workman takes a plea that on the call of the Union 
he disobeyed the kind of circular that had been issued by the 
Bank. ThaL circular has not been produced. In this regard 
there are two documents Ex. W-7 and W-8 filed by the Union. 
Ex. W-7 dated 4-9-1972 is a departmental circular to the 
following effect. ”It has been decied that the members of the 
staff participating in the Onam feast arranged by the Reserve 
Bank Workers’ Co-operative canteen on 5-9-1972 may only 
use the main hall for the purpose while the other members 
of the staff may take meals in the adjoining room on that 
date.” The Secretary of the Union by Ex.W-H dated 
12-9-1972 called the circular as discriminatory and wanted 
to have the views of the Bank at an early date. But there is 
clear evidence of Shri Piliai (WW-1) that there was a cir- 
cular prohibiting taking of non-vegetarian food in the main 
hall, His further evidence is that the Bank had asked him to 
furnish the names of the persons who had taken non- vegetarian 
food and he had furnished the list including his name also. 
The plea of call by the Union is not quite available to Shri 
Piliai. The Union had given an option to the employees to 
take food wherever they liked. Had .Shri Piliai taken non- 
vegetarian food in the adjoining room, he would not have 
violated the call of the Union and would have also obeyed 
the Bank’s circular. His action, I agree with the Bank, cannot 
be viewed as disciplined. 

JO. Following is the circumstance in which Shri Piliai in- 
sisted for an order in writing. He submitted a bill on 
27-11-1972 claiming conveyance charge since the bicycle 
to carry the message was not in order. The office asked for 
the reason from Shri Piliai, The reply is Ex. E-9 dated 
26-12-1972. He stated that the cycles were not in work- 
ing condition. Since he felt that the work which he had to 
perform did not brook any delay he went by bus. He furthet 
stated that if the Bank feels that the expenditure of 80 p, on 
bank’s account was unnecessary the Bank need not reimburse 
him. He ended by saying that in future he will be performing 
official duties, for which he should be given written instruc- 
tions and in case if there is any delay he will not be respom 
sible. For the Bank it was argued that the above depicts an 
attitude not _ expected of a Peon and the man with such a 
frame of mind should not be entrusted with the responsible 
duties of Caretaker. I agree that it betrayed an attitude not 
amenable to office discipline. 

11. Ex. W-5 dated 11-6-1973 is an office memo, saying 
that on 3 LI- 1973 when a function had been arranged 
after office hours in honour of Shri PJ.J. Pinto. Shri Amaralha- 
nandnn entered there and behaved in an unseemly manner. He 
wan advised that if was not proper for him to have conducted 
himself in the aforesaid manner and that, if in future he 
misbehaved in the office he will render himself liable for 
disciplinary action, Ex. W-6 is the reply of Shri Amarathanan- 
dan to the above. He denied having attended the function 
and having behaved in an unseemly manner. 
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12. The oral evidence in this regard of Shri Pillai is that 
prior to the commencement of the party there was exchange 
of (oud voice amongst some of the members of the staff. 
Their names are S/Shri Anirathanandan. C. Anthony Than- 
gappan, M. Kriahnan Nair, and K .Velayudhan Nair. He did 
not know what was the shouling about and on the next day 
of the party he learnt the names of the persons who had 
exchanged loud words. From the evidence on record it is 
difficult for jmc to draw any adverse inference against 
Shri Pillai. 

13. Shri K. V. Nair, the permanent Electrician cum Care- 
taker was on leave from 27-4-1973 to 10-5-1973. Tn his place 
both R. S. Pillai and Shri K. B. Nair officiated. Shri K. V, 
Nair joined on the 11th and he submitted a report Ex. E-ll, 
on 14-5-1973 living that some Brass bars fitted to the door 
were missing, some of the handles were broken and taken 
away, He was fr.ked to furnish the detailed list of missing 
items and the names of Darwana in charge of Office premises 
during the relevant time. Joint inspection was made on 14th 
May, 1973 and the undernoted items were found stolen either 
partly or fully.

The explanations of the two officiating Caretakers arc identi- 
cal- Each hag stated that, ihe articles were not lost during the 
period he was on duty, In his evidence Shri Pillai has denied 
that the theft occurred during the period he officiated as a 
Caretaker. His further evidence is that the officiating Care- 
taker docs not reside in the Bank's premises, and that to guard 
the promises there are five Darwans, It has been argued for 
the Union that on the evidence on record it cannot be said 
with 1 any amount of certainly that it was because of the negli- 
gence of Shri Pillai that this theft took place, I find substance 
in the argument. 

14. I have discussed above the four circumstances relied 
upon by ihe Bank which disentitled Shri Pillai from getting 
officiating chance since 1973, I have found that at least in 
two of them Bank’s action cannot, be called malicious or 
mala fide. If the Bank authorities thought that such an action 
on the part of the Caretaker was not in keeping with the 
kind of responsibility attached to the post, they cannot be 
charged for having acted in a malicious manner. There was 
an office order for all including the Caretaker not to take 
non-vegotarian food in the main hall Shri Pillai did not obey 
this office order and if in the circumstance the Bank autho- 
rities took the view that such an aciion on the part of the 
Caretaker was improper, it cannot be said that the Bank 
acted with any mala fide motive. It may be that it was with 
the best of intentions that Shri Pillai performed the Bank’s 
duties when the cycle was out of order. But if the office 
made certain queries from him it was jual in accordance 
with the norms of office and he should not have been so 
sensitive and should not have used ihe language he used. 

15 .Tt is the Union’s contention that it is a case of Union 
rivalry and the Olfieer-in-charge was supporting the rival union 
in which his own Subedar was the President. The formation 
of the rival Union was published in the journal dated 4th May, 
1973 (Ex. W-16). The Offlcer-in-Cbarge (Deputy Chief Officer) 
could not be examined as be has retired from the Bank’s ser- 
vice and his T.A. could not he paid by the Union. The Bank, 
however, did not want to examine him. Shri T. A. Mohamed, 
WW-3, is in charge of the administrative work since 1973. 
He has denied that the Bank discriminated members of the 
two Unions. It was vehemently argued for the Bank that 
nince 1971 Shri Pillai was a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee and since 1972 he was the Treasurer of the Union and 
had the Bank any malicious motive against him for being 
active member of the Union Ihe Bank would not have given 
him the officiating chance prior to 1973. According to the 
Bank it was because of the reasons set out that the Bank 
did not feel satisfied with the conduct of Shri Pillai to give 
him another officiating chance subsequent to the date of the 
theft. I fed satisfied that there is no case of Union rivalry 
or unfair labour practice. 

16. One more circumstance was pointed out on behalf of 
the Bank that even subsequent to the theft, conduct of 
Shri Pillai has not been satisfactory. Tn this connection my 


attention wag invited to frequent, leave Shri Pillai has been 
hiking since 1973. Ex. E-5 is the leave record, Even in his 
cross-examination Shri Pillai admitted that on the previous 
day to his examination he was playing volley-ball in the 
Reserve Bank premises although he was on leave that day. 
Two day a before he did not attend office as his wife was not 
well. His house is 4 k,m. away from the Bank and 4 to 5 
of his colleagues reside within 1 k.m. from his house. But 
even then he sends his leave application through post. The; 
Bank soys that this results in the application reaching office 
late and dislocation of work. Tt has been argued for the 
Bank that frequent leave and leave on filmsy grounds results 
in the delay of work and such being the record the Bank 
docs not feel satisfied that the work of Caretakcr-cum-Electri- 
cian should be entrusted to guch person. Looking to the entire 
evidence on record I feel satisfied with the action of the 
Bank. I therefore hold that, the Reserve Bank of India was 
justified in denying officiating chance to Shri R. S. Piilay. to 
officiate as Electrician-ciinvCaretaker with effect from the 
14th May, 1973. 

17. For the Bank it was made clear that in case the workman 
improvement his case will be couaidercd at the next vacancy. 
I think this is a reasonable attitude. In the circumstance, at 
the moment no relief can be granted to Shri Pillai but his 
conduct may be watched and if there be nothing against him 
he should be considered when the next officiating vacancy 
occurs. 

The reference is answered as above.

Tin’s is a reference made by the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Labour vide it’s Order No. L-22012/78- 
D. IV(A) Dated 29th June. 1978, for the adjudication of the 
following industrial dispute : 

“Keeping in view the nature of duties performed by the 
following workmen of Burhar Sub-Area, Pest Office,^ 
Amlai, District Shadol, whether the action of the" 
management of Burhar Sub-Area of Western Coal- 
fields Limited in not. categorising these workmen as 
Helpers in Category II is justified 7 If not, to what 
relief are the concerned workmen entitled ?

2. It is not disputed that all these workmen have now necn 
regularised as Category I Mazdoors. This was done after the 
matter was referred to Assistant Labour ommissioner by the 
Union- 

3. The case of the Union is that are doing the work of 
Helper which is a Category II job entitling them to the basic 
wage of R$. 10.40 P. per day, But they have been placed la 
Category I with a basic wage of Rs. 10/- per day. All these 
workmen have been working continuously since 1975. Prior 
to that they worked intermittently since 1973. 

4. The management has challenged the validity of the refe- 
rence on the ground that no industrial dispute was raised by 
the Union or these workmen directly with the management. 
As such no industrial dispute came into existence and the 
reference was bad on this account. Secondly the validity of 
the reference has been challenged on the ground that the 
demand made by the Union before the Assistant Labour 
Commissioner (C) Shahdol was altogether different from the 
dispute which has been referred bv the Centra) Government 
for adjudication. On merits, the management has to say that 
as soon as Category I posts fell vacant they were regularised 
as General Mazdoors in that category with effect from 
IT 1-1977* None of them is doing the job of Helper and no 
post in Category II has fallen vacant in which they could be 
promoted through D.P.C. As such the question of giving them 
category II wages docs not arise. 

5. So far as the maintainability of the reference Is concern- 
ed it is now settled by the Supreme ourt that even when the 
dispute is raised directly with the Assistant Labour Commis- 
sioner and the management participates in that dispute denying 
the claim of the workmen, an industrial dispute comes Into 
existence before the reference and as such the reference cannot 
be challenged on the ground of non-existence of any industrial 
dispute. The failure report given by the Assistant Labour Com- 
missioner to the Central Government being an admitted docu- 
ment is perused by me and the case of the Union as stated 
in that report is precisely the same as has been referred to this 
Tribunal. Tire twin legal objections so raised by the manage- 
ment against the validity of the reference have thus no force. 

6, However, on merits the Union has a difficult case, Shri 
Rajendcr Singh (W.W.l) and Shri Hare Ram (W.W. 2) did 
state that they were doing the winding job and moulder's job 
independently, but that is hardly to the point. Moulder's job 
falls in Cat. IV to Category VI. Should it mean that they 
would be given Category IV wages merely because they are, 
as alleged, doing the Moulder’s job independently. Even the 
Union has not claimed such a jump. Shri Rajendcr Singh has 
admitted that in the winding section Shri R, P, Banerii is the 
Winder and Shri Sharma is a Helper. There is no allegation 
that there is any other post of helper or winder vacant in 
that section op which his claim could be considered. Naturally 
with each Winder there is a Category I Mazdoor attached 
for doing the raw Sunday job. Shri Rajindra Singh Is 
doing the same and if due to constant observation and 
casual dealing with the instrument he has picked up some pre- 
liminary mode of winding the drill stator, it only means that 
no is gaming an experience in technology so that whenever 
the occasion arises he can be considered for a higher cate- 
gory post It is how the casual mazdoors come to learn and 
open a channel for their further promotion to higher catego- 
ries but simply because they arc in the learning process and 
m that learning peaces? they have started to do some sundry 
jobs it does not mean that they have become fully Qualified 


for the higher category post. So i* the case with the other 
witness. 

7. Employer has produced evidence to prove that for each 
category particular number of posts are sanctioned and there 
is a promotion channel lrom Category I to Categoey VI 
through D.P.C, Thus it is not that anybody can be fixed up 
in any Category at any lime. The concerned workmen have 
to wait for an opportunity and till that they have to carnr 
sufficient experience in technology required for higher cate- 
gory jobs, it is true that Shri Bashir Khan out of these appli- 
cants has been picked up and promoted as Electrician Cate- 
gory IV in Amlai Collieries but that is because of his edu- 
cational qualifications and other attainment and also because 
some such post fell vacant in which his claim could be consi- 
dered. 

8. I am sure, the management, would sympathetically con- 
sider the case of those workmen who have acquired sufficient 
technology experienct mid qualification and will give them 
suitable category as and when they are found fit and the 
vacancy occurs. 

9. With these observations it is held that for the present 
these workmen have been properly categorised. Reference is 
answered accordingly.

AWARD 

This is a reference made by the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Labour vide it’s Order No, L-26011 /4/75- 
DTV-(fi) dated 14-7-1975, for the adjudication of the 
following industrial dispute. 

“Whether the demand of the workmen employed in 
Kiriburu Iron Ore Project of Messrs National 
Mineral Development Corporation Limited, Kiri- 
buru, for the payment of bonus @ 20 per cent of 
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wages for the accounting year 1973-74 is justified 7 
If so, to what relief arc the concerned workmen 
entitled 7" 


2 . It Is not disputed that, the management paid the mini- 
mum bonus at the rate of Rs 8,33 per cent to the workmen 
for the accounting year 1973-74. The case of the union h 
that the management was not justified in paying the bonus 
at the minimum prescribed rate because Kiriburu Jr6n Ore 
Project had made huge profits, which by accounting process 
were converted into a loss. As 20 per cent bonus was -paid 
to the workers of the Iron Ore Mine, owned by Mrs... Tata 
Iron & Steel Company, Noamundi, and Gua Iron Ore Mine 
of Indian Iron and Steel Company though their profits were 
much less as compared to the Kiriburu Iron Ore Project, so 
the union has demanded that 20 per cent bonus should be 
paid to the workmen of this establishment. Their objection 
to the accounting process is confined to the following few 
items. 

(i) Tn the closing stock figure the value of 90,00,000 ton- 
nes of Iron Ore has been included nor profit and Toss 
account has taken care of the income coming from that 
ore though the cost of production of those 90,00,000 ton- 
nus of Iron Ore has been included in the profit and loss 
account, 

(ii) The selling expenses include items which are not 
directly connected with the same. 

(iii) The amount shown towards maintenance and re- 
pairs was erroneously charged to revenue when in fact they 
were the expenses of capital nature, and, 

(iv) Rxhorbitent amount was charged towards depreci- 
ation. 

3. The management has denied all these allegations. It Is 
alleged that the expenses towards repairs and maintenance 
were rightly charged to the revenue as per established 
practice of accountancy. The value of ore of 90,00,000 ton- 
nus or of any ore whatsoever was not omitted from the pro- 
fit and fosw account. Selling expenses were directly related 
with the side and the depreciation charge was neither exfioi- 
bitent nor unwarranted but was based on statutory pro- 
visions. 

4. After the completion of the pleadings, the union al- 
most lost interest in the case when the management filed 
all relevant documents in support of balance-sheets and 
profit and loss account. I have gone through the various 
Items with the supporting schedules. The gross profit for the 
purpose of computing available surplus have been rightly 
calculated vide Ext. M-33. All the relevant documents have 
been proved by Sri U.K. Prasad, Dy. Controller of Accounts 
with the help of originals. According to profit and loss 
account Ext. M-2 there was net loss of Rs. 82,07,012. The 
total of the bonus paid to the employees and depreciation 
came down to Rs. 90,13,102. There were no further add 
backs during the year hence after subtracting the net Joss 
from aforesaid total add backs of bonus and depreciation 


the gross profit came to Rs. 8,06,090. The gross profit s 
calculated vide Ext. M-33 was brought forward as the gros 
piofit for 1 the calculation of available surplus in Ext. M-3' 
fhc total deductions on account of depreciation admlssibl- 
under Income Tax Act and return on Equity share capita 
came down to R_s. 3,00,18,661. The difference between th 
gross profit and this total was the available surplus show r in; 
the figure as ( — ) Rs. 2,92,12,571. As there was no avail 
able surplus so there could be no allocable surplus with th 
result that according to the provisions of payment of Bonus 
Act, the workmen could be entitled to only the minimum 
bonus at the rate of Rs. 8.33 per cent which had already 
been paid to them, 

5. The details of depreciation charge for the year have 
been given in Ext. M 9. Sri Prasad has stated on oath that 
this calculation of depreciation has been done according to 
the principles of accountancy and the same has been app- 
roved by the Chartered Accountant, and is based on the 
guide lines issued by the Bureau of Ruhlic Enterprises, 
Ministry of Finance, Govt, of India. 

6. The deductions towards depreciation^ admissible under 
Section 35(1) of Income Tax Act were shown in the 
Income Tax Return and were accepted by the Income Tax 
Officer as stated by Sri Prasad, The figure was submitted 
to the Head Office vide Ext. M-34 for being included in the 
Income Tax Return. 

7. Ext. M-l in the first column under the head 'Current 
Account with Head Office’ indicated the allotment of equity 
share capital to this project by the Head Office, The amount 
so allotted is Rs. 21,92,18,352 and 8.5 per cent of the same 
comes to Rs. 1,86,33,560. This is the amount which has 
been charged towards the return of equity share capital as 
is permissible according to Second Schedule of Payment 
of Bonus Act as it stood before the amendment. 

8. Sfiri Prasad hag f nil her stated that it is incorrect to 
say that value of 90,00,000 tonnes of iron ore or any ore 
whatsoever was omitted in the closing stock of iron ore or 
it remained unaccounted in the profit and loss account. 
There is no rebuttal to the evidence. 

9. The details of the selling expenses have been glvn in 
Ext, M-35, All the items have been examined by me. They 
do not falf off the mark and are directly co -related to the 
expenses on sales. In this way I am of the view that the 
objections raised by the union against accounting process 
have no legs to stand. 

10. Tt follows from the above analysis that the workmen 
of Kiriburu Jron Ore Project are not entitled to any further 
amount of bonus for the accounting year 1973-74. The 
reference is answered accordingly.
